TA LSI AGE’S SERMON. 

As Cne Plansls Mo»« In Crder Guard* 
ed by lha Steady Hand 

Of Hml-Tti* Mb* II»M* All «sf* fr.B 

ll.ru. ll.inlaiM Ik* uduII.iI Atl 

of I., fe— ■ ll.m That MuMk Ik* 
b*»«u M*r« Bail Onea." 

This sermon of Dr Talmagc looking 
at live midnight heavens through the 
«yr* of one of the ancient* is unique 
for frk< ticality. and must act all to 
vise »1 thinking. Ilia text la: Amo* v., 
tf: “Feck Him that maketh the Seven 
Mnr» and Orion." 

A nun try farmer wrote thia text— ( 
Amos of Tckoa. lie plowed the earth 
and ihrcahed the gram by a new 
threshing machine Just invented, a* 
formerly the cattle trod out the grain. 
He cut hr red the fruit of the ayeainore 
tree and lacariHcd it with an iron 
eomt. just before it mu getting ripe, | 
a» it wa» necessary nud customary in 
that way to take from it the bitterneva. 
lie Was the son of a poor shepherd, and 
Stuttered; but before the stammering 
rustic the I'hilistinc*. and Syrians, and 
1‘turnicians, and Moabites, and Am 
tnonitc*. nnd EJomltcs, and Israelites, 
trembled. 

Moses wna a lawgiver. Daniel was 
a prince. Natali, a courier and David a 
king; but Ainos. ttic uuthor of my text, 
«n a peasant, anil, us might be sup- 
po*ei!, nearly all Ida parallelisms are 
pastoral, his prophecy full of the odor 
of new-mown hay, anil the rultlo of 
locusts, and the rumble of carts with 
sheaves, and the roar of wild beasts 
devouring the Hock while the 
shepherd came out In their de¬ 
fense. Ho watched the herds by 
da\. and by night inhabited a booth 
aauc of bushes, so that through 
these branches lie could see the stars 
til night long, and was more familiar 
w itii tl*cm than we who have light roofs 
Id our houses, and hardly ever v-e the 
vtar- except among the tall brick chim 
•e.a of the great towns Itnt at sea- 
lous of the year when the herds were 
In spinal danger he would stay out in 
the open Held all through the dark- 
BC*». his only shelter the curtain of 
<he night heaven, with the stellnr cm 
bronU r.cx and silvered tassels of lunar 
light. 

W hat a lifeof solitude, all alone with 
tils hrrds! I'lmr Amos! And at If 
o’clock at night, hark to me wolfs 
howl, and the lion's roar, and the 
bear * growl, nnd the owl's in whit-te- 
who. nud the serpent's hiss, ns lie un- 
wltllngly steps to ■ near while moving 
through the thickets’ So Amos, like 
other herdsmen, got the habit of 
studying the map of the hesveus, be¬ 
cause it was so much of the time 
spread out before him. lie noticed 
some stars advancing nul others re- 
ceding llo associated their daw-n 
and setting with certain seasons 
of tl.o year. He had a poetic na¬ 
ture and ho read night by night, and 
niiur.ii by month, and year by year, 
the pur in of the constellations, ill- 
divinely rhythmic. Hut two rosettes 
of stars especially attracted his atten¬ 
tion w hile sealed on the ground, ifr ly¬ 
ing on his hack under the open scroll 
of the midnight heavens the I'lcindea, 
or Seven Mars, and Orion. The former 
group thia rustic prophet associated 
with the spring, as It rises about the 
1st of May. The latter he asso¬ 
ciated with tlie winter, as It comes 
to the meridian in January. The 
I'leiadrs, or Sevan Stars, connected 
w it), all twc'tncM and joy; Orion, the 
herald of the tempest. The an¬ 
cient* were t ie more apt to study the 
physiognomy and juxtaposition of the 
heavenly bodies, because they thought 
they hud a special influence upon tile 
earth; and perhaps they were right. If 
the moon every few hours lifts and lei* 
down the tides of the Atlantic ocean, 
and the electric storms iu the sun. by 
all scientific aim . on. affected the 
earth, why not the stars have projRir- 
lionate effect? 

And there are some thing* which 
make me think that it may not have 
been all superstition which connected 
the movements and appearuncc of 
the heavenly IhkUc* with great mural 
events ou earth. Ihd uol a meteor run 
on evangelistic errand on the first 
Christmas night and designate the 
rough cradle of our Lord? Did not the 
stars la their courses Hght against 
bisera' Was it merely coincidental 
that before the destruction of Jerusa 
leiu the moon wan hidden for 14 con¬ 
secutive nights? Did it merely happen 
so that a new star appeared in constel¬ 
lation Cassiiqieia, and then disap¬ 
peared just before Charles IX. of 
Trance, who was responsible 
for St. Itarthulmnew massacre 
.died.' Was it without significance that 
ia the days of the Homan Emperor 
Justinian war and fainimne were pre¬ 
ceded by (he dimness of the sun. which 
for nearly a year gave no more light 
than the nioou, although there were 
no clou H to obscure It? 

• Astrology, after all. may have been 
something more than a brilliant heath¬ 
enism. No wonder that Amos of the 
text, having heard these two anthems 
of the stars, put down the stout rough 
staff of the herdsman and look into 
hit brown hand and cut and knotted 
fingers the pen of a prophet, and advis¬ 
ed the recreant people of his time to 
return to tlod, saying: *<tiaak Him 
that maketh the hewn Mars ami 
Orion." This command, which Auios 
gave 7F5 years It C.. ia just aa appro¬ 
priate for us iu IKK A. It 

In the first place. Amos saw, aa we 
must tee, that the liod who made the 
i’le ladea and Orion must he the liod of 
order. U was not so much a star here 


and a star there that Impressed the in¬ 
spired herdsman, but seven in one 

group, and seven in the other group. 
He saw that nighl after night and 
season after season and decade after 
decade they had kept step of light, 
each one in iu own place, a sisterhood 
never clashing and never cunt rating 
precedence. From the time llesiod 
called thcl‘ieiadcAthe"seven daughters 
of Atlas" and Virgil wrote in his 
Aeneid of “ Stormy Orion” until now, 
they have observed the order estab¬ 
lished for their coming and going; 
order written not in manuscript that 
may be pigeon-holed, but with the 
hand of the Almighty on the dome of 
the sky. so that all nations may read 
it. Order. Persistent order. Sublime 
order. Omnipotent order. 

\\ hat a sedative to you and me, to 
w hom communities and nations some¬ 
times seem going pell me!I, amt the 
world ruled by some fiend at hap¬ 
hazard. and in all directions malad¬ 
ministration! The Hod who keeps 
seven worlds In right circuit for tt.tWO 
years can certainly keep all the affairs 
of individuals amt nations nnd con¬ 
tinents in adjustment. We hail not 
better fret much, for the peasant's 
argument of the text was right. If 
tlod can tnke care of the seven worlds 
of the Pleiades and the four chief 
worlds of Orion, he ran probably take 
rare of the one world »c inhabit. 

So 1 feci very much us my father felt 
one day w hen wo were going to the 
country mill to get a grist ground, and 
I. a boy of seven years, sat in the back 
part of the wagon, ami our yoke of 
oxen ran away with us. nnd along a 
labyrinthine road through the woods, 
so that I thought every moment we 
would be dushed to pieces, nud I made 
a terrible outcry of fright, and my 
father turned to me with a face per* 
feetly calm and said: * Do W itt, what 
are you crying about? 1 guess we can 
ride a> fa>t ns the oxen can." And, 
my hearer*, why shouhl we be affright¬ 
ed and lose our equilibrium in the 
swift movement of worldly events, 
especially when we are assured that it 
is not a yoke of unbroken steers that 
are drawing us on. but that order ami 
wise government are in the yoke? 

In your occupation, in your mission, 
your sphere, do the best you can. ami 
then trust to liod; nnd if things are 
nil mixed, nnd disquieting, and your 
brain is hot and your heart sick, gel 
some one to go out with *ynu into the 
starlight and point out to you the 
Pleiades, or. better than that, get info 
some observatory, and through the 
telescope sea further than Amos with 
the naked eye could namely, •.'00 stars 
in the Pleiades, and that in what is 
called the sword of Orion there is a 
nebula computed to be two trillion 
two hundred thousand billionsof times 
larger than the sun. Oh. Ik- at peace 
with the UimI who made that and con- 
trolls all that—the wheel of the con¬ 
stellations turning in tlio wheel of gal¬ 
axies for thousands of years without 
the breaking of n cog or the slipping 
of a band or the snap of uu axle. Tor 
your placidity and comfort through 
the Lord Jesus Christ I charge you, 
’’Seek lllm that maketh the Seven 
Mars and Orion." 

Again. Amos saw. a* we must see. 
that the Gml who made these groups 
of the text was the ti>Hl of light. Amos 
saw that liod was not satisfied with 
id liking one stAr, or two or three stars, 
but he mukes seven, nnd having fin¬ 
ished that group of worlds, mukes an¬ 
other gio.in group after group. To the 
Pleiades ho adds Orion It seems 
that liod likes light so well that he 
keeps making it Only one being in 
the universe knows the statistics of 
solar, lunar, stellar, meteoric crea¬ 
tions, and that is the Creator himself. 
And they have nil been lovingly Christ¬ 
ened. each one n name as distinct as 
the names of your children. ”110 teJJ- 
ctb the number of the stars; he callelh 
them all by their names.'' The seven 
Pleiades had names given to them nnd 
they are Alcyone. Merope, Ccheuo. 
Licetm Mcrope. Taygete and Maju. 

Hut think of the billions and trillions 
of daughter* of starry light that tlod 
calls by name us they sweep by Him 
with beaming brow ami lustrous rolie! 
So fonil is tiod of light- natural light, 
moral light, spiritual light. Again and 
again is light harnessed for symboliza¬ 
tion Christ, the bright nnd morning 
star: evangelization, the day-break; 
the redemption of nations. Sun of 
Righteousness rising with healing in 
his wings. Oh, men nnd women, with 
so many sorrows and sins and perplex- 
itir*. if you want light of comfort, 
light of pardon, Hght of goonnex*. in 
earnest prayer through Christ. •’Seek 
lllm that maketh Uie seven stars and 
Orion." 

Again. Aram saw, a* we must see, 
that the God who made these two 
archipelagoes of stars must in- an uu- 
chauging Had. Therej had been no 
change in the stellar appearance in 
this herdman’s lifetime, and his father, 
a shepherd, reported to him that there 
had been no chuugn in his lifetime 
And these two clusters hang over the 
celestial arbor now just as they were 
the first night that they shone on the 
Kdente bowers, the same as wheu the 
Egyptian* uuilt the Pyramids from 
the top of which to watch 
them, the same as when the Chal¬ 
deans calculated the eclipse, the same 
as when Kuhn, according to the Hook 
of Job, went out to study the aurora 
borealis, tb i same under Ptolemaic 
system and Copernician system, the 
same from t alisthones to l*y thagoma, 
and from Pythagoras to llerschcL 
Surely a changeless God must have 
fashioned the Pleiades and Orion! Oh. 
what an anwdyue amid the up aud 
down of life and the 1''t and reflux of 


the tides of prosperity, to know that 
we have a changeless tlod, The same 
yesterday, to-day and forever." 

Xerxes garlanded and knightod the 
steersman of his boat in the morning, 
and hanged him in ths evening of the 
same day. Fifty thousand people 
stood around the columns of the na¬ 
tional capital, shouting themselves 
hoarse at the presidential inaugural, 
and in four months so groat were the 
antipathies that a ruffian's pistol in 
Washington depot expresse 1 the senti¬ 
ment of disappointed office seekers 
The worlds sits in its chariot and 
drives tandem, and the horse ahead is 
lluzra. and the horse b-hind is Ana¬ 
thema Lord Cobham. in King James’ 
time, was applauded, nud had 93S.OUO n 
year, but was afterward exectaled. 
and livcil on scraps stolen from trtC 
royal kitchen Alexander the Great 
after death rrmained uuburied for .10 
day. because no one would do the 
honor of shoveling him under. The duke 
of Wellington refused to have his Iron 
fence mended because it had been 
broken by an infuriated populace tn 
some hour of political excitement, and 
he '.eft in ruins that meu might learn 
what a fickle thing is human favor. 
•‘Hut the mercy of the Lord is from 
everlasting to everlasting to them that 
fear Him. and his righteousness unto 
the children’s children of such ns keep 
Ilia covenant, and to those w-horemciu- 
her IDs commandments to do them." 
This moment "seek Him that maketh 
the Seven Stats and Orion." 

Again. Amos saw, aa we must see. 
that the fowl who made these two l»ea- 
coux of the Oriental night sky, must be 
a God of love aud kindly warning. 
The Pleiades rising in mid-sky said'to 
all the herdsmen and shepherds and 
husbandmen: "tome oat and enjoy the 
mild weather, and cultivate your 
gardens and fields.” Orion, coming 
In winter, warned them to prepare for 
tempest. All navigation was regulated 
by these two coustellatious. 'the one 
*aid to shipmaster and crew: “Hoist 
sail for the sea, and gather merchan¬ 
dise from other lands." Hut Orion was 
the storm signal, and said: “Reef sail, 
make things snug, or put into harNir, 
for the hurricanes are getting their 
wings out " As the Pleiades were the 
sweet evangels of the spring,Orion was 
the waruing prophet of the w.liter.

To tlilr 
fact is due the cessation of the deniaud 
for gold in Hus-ia and thr cessation of 
gold exports fr.un tins country. 

This, therefore, we are disposed tt 
regard as a temporary victory tor the 
cause of bimetallism, though it may b* 
i.teiv-ly a shrewd card played by the Eu 
ropriin bankers to prevent too great n 
strain on the I wiled Staten treasury 
Consequently, we refuse to assist tlir 
republican organs in blackening tlir 
reputation of their own party. Until 
cunts show to tlie contrary «c shah 
I piefcr to believe Hull til*' republican* 
meant something when they pledged

This seel ion threatened retal¬ 
iation by tnxiug sugar, molasses,coffee, 
lea and hides, unless Hie countries pro- 
lucing them let in our exports at rate* 
which the president thought were fair. 

Are sugar, molasses, coffee, ten and 
hides commodities which we do not pro¬ 
duce? On the contrary , we produce | 
‘iigiir, molasses and hides, three out of 
five of them. \* no retaliation was at- 
tempted against countries producing 
tea, we may eliminate that and say ltint 
three out of four were articles which 
we produce. The definition quoted 
shows that the so-called McKinley reci¬ 
procity, dev iseil by Senator Aldrich, was 
not reciprocity at all. since it was not 
mainly in products which till# country 
does not prod nee. 

Hut suppose we let in free nil the com- 
modifies which Ibis country does lint 
produce in sufficient quantity' to sup¬ 
ply the wants of the people. That let* 
in sugar free, both raw und refined. 
It lets in wool free. Iiecntisc we produce 
but little more than half the wool need¬ 
’ll by the people. There is a variety of, 
vther articles lo w liloh the same r« murk 
will doubtless apply, but these two are 
imported in large quantities. None of 
this class of articles will yield n dollar 
rif revenue. * if course, then, yon must 
gi t all the custom* revenue from ar¬ 
ticles ini|Nirted that compete with our 
domestic products. 

IVhat Is the result? Having put the 
noncompetitive article on the fr«* list, 
von must get revenue by taxes on coin- 
(S'tltlve irtieh's. “So much flic la tter." 
say* the too hasty protectionist, ‘'since 
we can tInis t:i\ conifietitive articles nil 
the higher," Hut they are already 
taxed well-nigh up to the laviiit where 
Importations reuse If y nil put on more 
tax lni|MvrtnHon« will be smaller, nn/1 if 
von go ns fur ns the protected ln*«-r- 
esf» demand yon w ill stop importations 
altogether mid cill off all the revenue. 

The notion that higher tariff means 
poire revenue is obsolete to a large ex- J 
tent Many of our tariff rate* prohibit 
Importation* in any quantity worth 
limning Oilier* are very near to the 
point of prohibition, and another turn 
of the screw will make them quite *<v. 
The theory that higher rate*mean more 
revenue applies only to noncompetitive 
articles, nr others taxed much Isdow the 
point of prohibition, and even they may 
be so high that the |»Niplc w ill Imv them 1 
bi smaller quantities, \* to urtielea 
produced at home, when Hie rnb'laiil- 
iriidy high, an increase of the tariff will 1 
be more likely to reduce revenue than 
to raise It Then whence conics tlo* 
revenue?
